I  am  happy  to  report  the  continued  steady  decline  in 
the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  throughout  the  country. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  made  its  annual  visit  to 
Penrith  in  January  when  2066  people  were  X-rayed,  This 
number  is  249  less  than  the  previous  year,  I  do  appeal 
to  the  general  public  to  make  regular  visits  to  the  Unit 
and  I  hope  that  next  year  a  much  greater  number  v/ill  attend 
especially  do  I  appeal  to  those  who  have  not  yet  been 
X-rayed  and  those  that  have  missed  being  X-rayed  this  last 
two  or  three  years, 

CARGUR: 


There  v/as  an  increase  of  1,575  deaths  from  Cancer  in 
England  and  Wales  in  i960  bringing  the  total  to  98* 691, 

Of  these  21,992  were  Cancer  of  the  lungs. 

In  Penrith  there  were  fourteen  deaths  from  Cancer,  Tv/o 
of  these  were  Cancer  of  the  lungs.

PNEUMONIA. 


Seven  cases  were  notified  during  I96O.  One  death  was  recorded, 
POLIOMYELITIS. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  there  was  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  in 
Penrith  during  I96O.  The  last  case  was  in  1957, 

The  vaccination  programme  which  was  started  in  1956  was 
continued  during  i960  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  3,643  people  in 
Penrith  had  received  protection  against  poliomyelitis, 

MEi\3LES. 


The  epidemic  of  Measles  in  1959,  v/hen  314  cases  were  notified 
over  ran  into  i960  and  it  was  not  until  the  end  of  April  that  the 
last  notifications  were  received,  86  cases  of  Measles  were  notified.

SCARLET  FEVUR. 


Only  four  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified,  during  the 
year.  The  previous  year  there  were  thirty, 

\VHOOFING  COUCH, 

Tv/elve  children  under  the  age  of  14  v/ere  affected  with  v/hooping 
cough.  The  last  previous  case  of  whooping  cough  v;as  in  1958, 

One  hundred  and  sixty  four  children  under  six  years  of  age  received 
vaccination  against  this  disease  during  I960, 

DIPTHEHIA, 

It  is  now  thirteen  years  since  there  v/as  a  case  of  diptheria 
in  Penrith,  Immunisation  was  continued  during  the  year  when  18? 
children  received  the  primary  protection  and  447  received  the 
reinforcement. 

It  is  most  vital  that  to  help  keep  Penrith  clear  of  diptheria, 
parents  should  see  that  their  children  are  protected  against  it  at 
an  early  age, 

FOOD  POISONIRG, 

There  was  one  case  of  suspected  food  poisoning  in  a  child  of 
four  years. 

Extensive  enquiries  were  made  in  a  effort  to  isolate  the 
cause  but  without  success. 

The  child  v/as  from  a  very  good  home  and  no  one  else  in  the 
family  was  affected. 

The  child  had  had  no  food  other  than  food  prepared  at  the 
home  and  which  had  caused  no  other  member  of  the  family  any 
discomfort, 

DYSENTERY, 

There  vi^as  one  case  of  dysentery  notified.  The  lady  affected 
was  fifty-four  years  of  ago.  No  other  member  of  the  family  was 
affected  and  no  cause  could  be  found.

The  following  report  is  a  summary  of  the  department’s  activi¬ 
ties  for  the  year  I96O  and  includes  such  information  as  is  required 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

HOUSING; 

Sixty-seven  new  houses  were  built  in  Penrith  during  the  year. 
Fifty-eight  were  privately  built  compared  v/ith  nine  the  Council 
completed. 

Slum  Clearance. 

In  1955  the  Council  delcared  four-hundred-and-three  houses  to 
be  unfit.  Rather  more  than  half  have  now  been  dealt  with  either 
by  slum  clearance  schemes,  purchase  and  demolition  by  the  Council, 
individual  demolition  orders,  individual  closing  orders  or  under¬ 
takings,  change  of  use  or  improvement. 

Certificate  of  Disrepair  -  Housing  Act  1957, 

No  application  was  made  for  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  during 
the  year. 

NUISANCES.  PUBLIC  H?i]ALTH  ACT  1936,  SECT,  93. 

It  wes  not  necessary  to  serve  any  Abatement  Notices  during  the 
twelve  months  under  review.  Informal  requests  were  made  and 
complied  with. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bu<7s. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  treat  any 
premises  for  bed  bug  infestation. 

Better  housing  conditions  and  employment  for  the  majority  of 
the  people  living  in  Penrith  has  made  this  complaint  almost  non¬ 
existent.  Pour  Council  houses  were  treated  for  cockroach  infesta¬ 
tion. 
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CARAVAN  SITES  AND  DEVELOPMEIW  ACT  1960, 


This  Act,  as  from  the  29th  August  1960,  brought  about  a  new 
licensing  system  for  caravans.  It  applies  to  all  areas  of 
England  and  Wales  except  the  County  of  London, 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Act  is;- 

(1)  To  control  the  location  of  caravan  sites  so  as  to  prevent  them 
from  starting  up  in  the  wrong  places,  while  allowing  them  to 
develop  in  suitable  places. 

(2)  To  improve  the  conditions  on  sites  by  requiring  good  standards 
of  layout,  equipment  and  maintenance. 

When  the  Act  came  into  being  there  vi^ere  three  approved 
caravan  sites  in  Penrith*  Planning  permission  for  the  site  at 
Bleak  House  expired  at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  owner  is  making 
a  new  application. 

HAIRDRESSERS  AND  BARBERS. 


There  are  nine  ladies  and  seven  gentlemen’s  hairdressing 
shops  in  the  town. 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956; 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

No  longer  do  we  receive  complaints  about  black  smoke  belching 
from  the  laundry  chimney  in  Princes  Street  now  that  the  vertical, 
solid  fuel  boiler  has  been  replaced  by  an  automatic  oil-fired 
boiler. 

Unfortunately  the  Gas  Works  in  Old  London  Road  is  still  a 
nuisance  to  people  in  its  vicinity.  The  plant  there  is  old  and 
out  of  date  but  the  staff  make  every  effort  to  minimise  the 
amount  of  smoke  and  grit  which  is  discharged  from  time  to  time. 


PET  ANIMALS  ACT; 

There  is  one  shop  in  the  Market  Arcade  which  is  licensed 
under  the  Pet  Animals  Act, 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMiiGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  19U9. 


Tho  arrangement  of  employing  a  part-time  rodent  operator  is 
quite  satisfactory  and  the  operator  has  been  kept  quite  busy 
throughout  the  year.  His  service  has  not  been  restricted  to 
rats  and  mice  but  to  other  vermin  including  rabbits.

FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS  1955/56, 

The  storage  and  handling  of  food  has  been  on  the  whole 
satisfactory.  Minor  infringements  have  been  dealt  with  on  the 
spot.  Smoking  in  food  premises  is  one  habit  that  has  to  be 
watched  very  closely.

(v)  Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat, 

All  condemned  meat  and  offal  at  the  Public  Abattoir  and 
at  Myers  Lane  Slaughterhouse  is  collected  daily  by 
Messrs.  Cumpstey  of  Kendal.  This  firm  gives  an 
excellent  service  and  the  assurance  that  all  condemned 
meat  and  offal  is  processed  into  fertilizers  and 
bone  meal. 

Pood  condemned  on  business  premises  is  collected  by 
the  Council  and  disposed  of  at  the  Refuse  Tip. 

(vi)  Bulk  examination  of  food. 

No  bulk  examination  of  food  v/as  necessary  during  the  year, 

(vii)  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment  etc.)  Regulations  1947  -  52, 

There  are  four  registered  manufacturers  of  ice  cream  but 
only  one  of  these  uses  the  Heat  Treatment  method.  The 
three  producers  of  ’’cold  mix”  ice  cream  make  sufficient 
for  their  ov/n  requirements  only.  The  producer  of 
"Heat  Treated”  ice  cream  sells  wholesale  and  retail, 

(viii)  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  19^5/56, 

Inspection  of  food  premises  are  carried  out  as  and 
when  possible. 
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THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATION)  REGULATIONS  1960, 


New  regulations  came  into  force  on  the  1st  October  196O 
regarding  the  licensing  of  dairies  and  premises  from  which 
milk  is  sold  to  the  public.  In  the  past  it  has  been  the  duty 
of  the  local  authority  to  licence  the  dairies  but  now  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  '‘'Fooo.  and  Drugs  Authority,”  Penrith  is  not  a 
Pood  and  Drugs  Authority  therefore  the  licencing  authority  is 
the  County  Council,  They  in  turn  employ  no  qualified  staff 
to  carry  out  the  duty  and  have  requested  that  the  Urban 
Council  permit  their  Public  Health  Inspector  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  to  inspect  and  take  the  necessary  samples  of 
milk  for  examination  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 

This  arrangement  has  been  accepted,

There  are  two  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  Penrith, 

Cne  is  the  Public  Abattoir,  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Council  and  the  other  is  the  Penrith  Co-operative 
Slaughterhouse  at  Myers  Lane.  This  slaughterhouse  is  rented 
to  Mr,  P,  Jackson  and  the  licence  is  in  his  name. 

During  the  year  under  revue  more  than  thirteen 
thousand  calves  were  killed  and  dressed  at  Myers  and  sent 
direct  by  road  to  Smithficld, 

Meat  inspection  at  the  two  slaughterhouses  is  not 
quite  one  hundred  percent. 

The  number  killed  and  inspected  at  the  two 
slaughterhouses  was  39 >076  animals  which  shows  an  increase  of 
3,686  animals  on  the  previous  year  and  an  increase  of  29>86U 
animals  on  1951*
